house, and among the various ingenious 
labour-saving devices she pointed out to me

I had often seen glass casseroles and pie- 
dishes, but my friend also used glass spcons 
and forks!

RHUBARB AMBER. 

Inqredients.—One pound rhubarh, 
ounces Demerara sugar, three eqqs, 
a lemon, one ounce butter, one small 
sponge cake, two tablespoonfuls bread- 
crumbs, and some acraps of pastry. 

Method.—Cut off the leaves and root 
end of rhubarb before weighing. Wash 
and peel, and cut into lengths. Put in a 
giedish uith the sugar, butter, and thinly 
pared lemon rind. Cover, and stew until 
thubarb ts tender. Then rub through a 
sieve. Beat up the yolks and stir them 
in, adding the crumbe. 

Roll out pastry about one-eighth inch 
thick, wet the edges of dish, and lay on 
a strip of pastry. Put the rhubarb miz- 
ture Info the dish, smooth evenly over, 
and bake in a moderate oven twenty 
memutes. Whip the whites of eggs rery 
stifiy, sweeten to taste, heap roughly on 
top. Dredge with castor sugar. Put 
dish in cool oven until eet. 

SEMOLINA CHEESE. 

Boil three tablespoonfuls semolina with 
two ounces butter, one ounce grated 
cheese, pepper and salt to taate, ina very 
little milk. Cut out into small round 
cakes. Place on a well-greased dish, 
Sprinkle with grated cheese, and bake for 
ten minutes in a quick oven. 

DUTCH ROLL.

ENTERPRISE. + 


The result is typical of the

The importance of clean milk as an article 
of food cannot be overrated. In order to pro- ae 
duce the highest grade of milk, however, it 
is essential that the conditions under which 
it is produced should be strictly clean. 
Farmers’ wives who are careful in washing 
and sterilising utensils are already producing 
what would be known in England as grade 
A milk without knowing it, and ought to 
have more for it. If the public want clean 
milk they must pay for it. 

The cows should have a well lighted and 
ventilated shed, with a good floor. What is} ‘ 
wanted is change of air rather than. cubic 
space. Under these conditions, said the Prin- 
cipal of the .widland Dairy College recently, 
grade A could be produced in any cowshed, 
but there must be attention to detail, and 
they could not produce it in a palace unless 
the men were interested in it. There must be 
a place where the men could wash their hands 
before milking, and they should wear white 
overalls and caps for milking, but not use 
them for any other purpose. The sheds should 
be swilled down twice a day, and once a week 
with a disinfectant. Before each milking the 
cows should be brushed down with a wet 
brush, and the udders wiped with a damp 
‘clean cloth. No fodder or hay should be 
shaken up just before or during milking. And 
they must have a semi-covered pail. Clean 
milk was that which had never had dirt in it, 
and not milk which had had the dirt strained 
out of it. Bacteria could not be filtered out 
in practice. All utensils must be scrupulously 
clean. It was difficult to clean them with hot 
water, but it was a simple matter to steam

Of special interest to Irish farmers is the 
suggested extension of the Trade Facilities 
Acts in Great Britain to agricultural enter- 
prises. Under this legislation the Treasury 
may guarantee the interest and repayment of 
loans raised in connection with the carrying 
out of any capital undertaking, or for the 
purchase of articles manufactured or eure 
required for the purposes of any such under- 
taking, if they are satisfied that the applica- 
tion of the loan in the manner proposed is 
calculated to promote employment. 

Auricultnedl undertakings which might be 
eligible for consideration are sugar-beet fac- 
tories, dairy factories or milk depots, large 
bacon factories, live stock auction marts, fruit 
markets, or other large scale undertakings 
dealing with agricultural produce. 

In this connection, the Treasury can only 
guarantee loans—they have no power to make 
a loan of any kind. The guarantee carnot be 
used for the provision of working capital, nor 
for the purpose of extinguishing existing 
liabilities. 

Amongst the points upon which applicants 
for assistance must satisfy the Trade Facilities 
Advisory Committee are the following :— 

(1) That the undertaking can raise the rest 
of the money (apart from the guaranteed loan) 
needed to carry through the scheme to com- 
pletion and equip it with working capital, 

(2) That the scheme is a well thought out 
one, with good prospects of commercial suc- 
cess.

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HISTORY OF THE INVENTION. 


The name of the late John Boyd Dunlop, 
as the inventor of the pneumatic tyre, is 
known far and wide. is daughter, Mrs, 
Jean McClintock, has published, through 
Messrs. Alex.

Free State Government. 

While no deduction from moneys actually 
id over by the British Government had 

bun, or could be, made by the Free State 
Government, in some cases they had post- 
poned payments in respect oí the Commis- 
sion’s awards, pending the settlement of out- 
standing atrears of income tax; but he had 
no grounds to believe that such ponement 
was ever made in respect of prospective 
claims. In any such case in which the claim- 
ant believed that the amount of tax claimed 
from him was not due he should make repre- 
sentations in the usual manner to the income 
tax authorities.

An inquest was held yesterday at the 
Dublin Morgue, by Dr. Oswald J. Murphy, 
Deputy City Coroner, concerning the death 
of Patrick Flanagan, aged 52, a farmer, who 
resided at Killakee, outside Rathfarnham, 
who died in the Adelaide Hospital as the 
result of an accident which occurred to him 
on the 16th instant at Rathfarnham. 

The evidence of Mr. Charles Somerville 
was that he was seated on the pillion of a 
motor cycle, which his brother, William, was 
driving along Rockbrook road towards the 
city about 9.30 a.m. on Wednesday last. He 
saw Edward Coard, of Rockbrook Honse, 
standing with his horse on the Jeft-hand side 
of the road, the horse being almost across the 
centre of the road. His brother swerved to 
the right in: order to pass the horse, and 
just then Flanagan, who, apparently, had 

een conversing with Mr. Coard, came from 
behind the horse, and was struck by the 
cycle and knocked down.

has not yet been done with the systematic 
thoroughness with which it has long since 
been compléted on the British front in 
Northern France and Flanders. It is, indeed, 
still being carried on, but with an inadequate 
number of searchers, and, in what seems to 
the casual visitor, a somewhat perfunctory 
manner. . 

To this an English visitor to France can 
testify from. his own experience. During the 
Easter holiday he went to stay with a French 
friend, who resides in Varennes, and together 
they wandered over the outskirts of what was 
once the Argonne Forest, but which is now 
desolate hilly country, covered with low 
growth bursting into fresh s ring-time green, 
springing from the blackened stumps of shell- 
shatte trees. Here in the dusty, chalky 
soil human finger bones can be gathered by 
the handful, and the remains of soldiers 
hastily buried on the battlefield, and since un- 
earthed by wild boars foraging for food, can 
still be found. They, themselves, in their 
wanderings came across an arm snapped off 
short gbove the wrist sticking out of the 
ground. Turning over the loose dry soil they 
unearthed the y of a French soldier. 
Remnants of his dark blue tunic still clang 
to what remained of his body, and red cloth 
to all that was left of his lower limbs, a clear 
indication that he fell in the early days of the 
war before the French Army was put into 
“sky blue.” 

The inhabitants of the district demand that 
this horrible traffic shall be brought to an 
end, but that can only be effectively done by 
an Act of Parliament, and the Chamber of 
Deputies will not re-assemble until June 1, 
after the General Election.

The Chairman, Mr. J. P. McCabe, said that 
he was in a very awkward position, legally 
speaking, so far as the meeting was con- 
cerned, as in his opinion it was illegal, and he 
was inclined to rulethe proceedings out of 
order. At a meeting held on March 14th the 
Council had approved of the formation of a 
borough, and on the 19th of March it was 
decided to call a meeting of the councillors 
and of the electors, in accordance with the 
Borough Funds Act, and April 4th was fixed 
for the Council meeting. When the meeting 
of April 4th was held, by ten votes to six the 
resolution necessary to be passed at that 
meeting was defeated. Six members of the 
Council then signed a requisition to the Town 
Clerk to call another meeting for the self- 
same purpose, and the Town Clerk re- 
advertised it, and in his (Mr. McCabe’s) 
opinion did so illegally. No six councillors 
were entitled to order public funds to be 
w by reguisition. 

he Town Clerk said that the six members 
did not authorise the spending of monev. 
The Law Agent had advised him that it was 
necessary to re-insert the advertisement. The 
resolution of the 14th March was still on the 
books and had not been rescinded. In his 
opinion there was no fear of a surcharge. 

Mr. Byrne said that the matter had only 
been deferred, and the six members wanted 
to get a decision on it. If there was a sur- 
charge for the advertisement they would pay 
it 


The Law Agent (Mr. C. P. O'Neill) said 
that in his opinion the present meeting was 
Jegal, and, as to the question of expending 
money in connection with a requisition, the 
Town Clerk had at once to rush into expense 
for ink and paper. etc., in order to call a 
meeting. His opinion was that the meeting 
could not have been called without the ad- 
vertisement, and he would be responsible on 
the question of a surcharge.

Congtess of the 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisation in the 
Round Room of the Mo sion House, Dublin, 
yesterday morning, 520 cards having been 
issued to delegates representative of the 
whoie country, 
PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. D. A. Meehan, Ballyfin, Mountrath, 
the outgoing President, occupied the chair, 
and in the course of his address he recalled 
the faith that had been shown by the teachers 
and the intensity of their belief, and of their 
trust t.at when a native Government got 
into the saddle a period would be put to the 
lean years, that years of progress and plenty 
would arrive, education would come into its 
own. If there was one question on which 
Irish patriots were more explicit, more em- 
phatic, more eloquent in their denunciation of 
the British Government than another, that 
one question was the starvation of the teachers 
and of education. Let them not forget, as 
they recalled the flowry language heard in 
those days of promise, how ful] would the 
world be of Good Samaritans were it nov 
for these two essentials—the ointment and the 
twopence. 

In October last the Executive Committee 
Was summoned to Dublin to consider serious 
information that the ‘‘eneral Secretary had 
just received. They were informed that it 
was decided to cut one-tenth of their salaries 
as from the Ist November following. The 
Committee was never vouchsafed one word as 
to the Government's intention until the re- 
duction was a fait accom pli. 

CRIMINAL ECONOMY. 

A Government's policy on education was an 
outward and visible sign of its outlook as an 
instrument of progress. In the State, as in 
the home, there was true economy, but there 
was also a psuedo economy, an economy that 
was criminal. It was criminal to deprive, by 
ill-considered economies, a young nation of 
the enthusiasm of the teaching body. It was 
criminal needlessly to make teachers dis- 
gruntled and disillusioned. It was criminal to 
endanger the development of education, the 
one asset that must be depended upon to re- 
vonstruct the vountry. '“ We must balance 
the Budget’’ had been repeated so often that 
one would think that the science of govern- 
ment was a series of counterpoises, that the 
last thing in democratic government was “ to 
function by balances."” No wonder the 
pulse of the “patient” elector beat feeble 
and somewhat irregular. 

Deploring the want of regular attendance 
in the schools as an evil that percolated 
through and poisoned all efforts at «duca- 
tional efficiency, the speaker dealt with the 
importance of education to the farmer in 4 
country that depended in the main for its 
livelihood upon the cultivation of the scil and 
the development of its natural resources and 
said that, although agriculture was their chief 
industry, the nation had done nothing, or 
next to nothing, for the educational and tech- 
nical training of those who were engaged in 
that industry. True it was, they were sup- 

osed to have a Department of Agriculture. 

ne did not know if that Department still 
existed, even on paper; but, with the best 
will in the world, that Department was 
scarcely able to touch the fringe of the ques- 
tion. It had neither the means nor the ma- 
chinery to do more, 


EQUIPPING THE FARMER. 

Notwithstanding what had been said, it 
would be urged that since they had to com- 
pete against such countries as Canada, Den- 
mark, Holland and Australia, all that general 
education and technical competence could com- 
mand had been at the disposal of 
the farmer in his preparation 
for the work in hand. Had 
the farmer got this specialised knowledge? 
Had any serious attempt been made to équip 
him? No, he had been left uneducated and 
unaided. To enable the farmer to unlock 
the triple door of economica] production, pro- 
duction on a large scale, and best quality 
material they must drop the policy of neglect ; 
they must supply him with the master key 
which would make available, not only his own 
latent ability, but, at the same time, open up 
to him and to them the treasures that lie 
hidden in the soil of Ireland. Education was 
the open sesame to success. 

The farmer must have such a foundation of 
eneral knowledge as to enable him to build 
his superstructure of vocational training with 
a due sense of proportion. He must be able 
to appreciate song, story and literature; he 
must be in a position to feel the pulse of the 
great heart A the world throb. He must 
realise that he is part of the restless energy 
of the universe—the ceaseless striving of 
humanity towards higher things and nobler 
ideals. In short, education should do for the 
farmer in his own vocation what it does for 
the doctor, the teacher, and, to some extent, 
the business man in theirs, 


BITTER FRUIT. 

Last Congress, proceeded the speaker, we 
were on the tip-toe of expectation. We had, 
at all events, a native Government function- 
ing. How few then believed that another 
Congress should assemble before any tangible 
progress had been made in educational re- 
form? ' Who could believe that we should 
meet in 1924 with still no definite knowledge 
as to when that reform is going to be faced 
and what are to be its “form and features, 
face and limb,” when it does appear above 
the horizon? EN the past ten years, 
especially in rural Ireland, we had to work 
under conditions that were anything but 
exhilarating. If, however, the fruit is bitter, 
we must see how the tree came to be planted. 
In 1914 a considerable number of the build- 
ings used as schools were admittedly both 
insanitary and unsuitable. Very many had 
been condemned years before. In not a few 
cases grants for the erection of new buildings 
had been voted by the then Board of Works, 
and plans had been ms In the summer 
of 1914 the rulets of Europe, in a mad 
frenzy, decided to throw the bread they 
should give to their children to the “ dogs 
of war, and to scrape the butter off their 
own bread and off ours. In Ireland practi- 
cally all grants for schoo] buildings were with- 
drawn. The children and teachers are to this 
moment trying to carry on in those buildings. 
As the war progressed, food got scarce. 
Its value soared up, more tillage to meet the 
submarine scare was ordered. Farm produce 
became valuable. Tillage was paying. Con- 
sequently, from an industrial point of view, 
rural IrejJand, from the age of 7 to 70, was 
conscripted. The boys and girls were taken 
from the schools. All fled to the tillage fields. 
These boys and girls are now men and women. 
An illiterate generation has grown up. Then 
came the armistice and the period known in 
Ireland as “ ‘The Black and Tan,” subsequent 
to which the seismic shocks of civil war 
scared the child from the school and trade 
from its desk. Mutua] recriminations are now 
of no avail, Assertions of blame on the one 
hand and excuse on the other come to 
nothing. Let a great start be made on the 
path of general appeasement. If I might 
venture to interpret here the inarticulate cry 
of the country at the present moment, it 
would be: ‘‘ For everybody's sake it is high 
time to stop the strutting and get back to 
business.”

“Let us bo content with no mean ideal,” 
concluded the President, ' but, while dream- 
ing of a higher future for our country, let 
us not forget that that future cannot be 
attained by dreams alone. We shall, there- 
fore, so qualify and equip ourselves that in 
the struggle for better things we may be able 
to play a potent and worthy part.” (Ap- 


plause.) 
THE DEBATE. 

When the outgoing President had 
and Mr. J, E. McNelis had seconded, 
adoption of the Standing Orders, 

Mr. McGowan (Sligo) opposed the motion, 
and said that if they adopted the Standing 
Orders the Congress would cease to be a de- 
liberate assembly, and would be powerless to 
carry o t the duty that it was there to 
perform. i 

The outgoing President said that it was 
open to the Congress to suspend the Standine 
Orders. Mr. McGowan knew that every act 
performed by the Executive Committee would 
come under review in the report; yet he was 
talking as if the mouths of the delegates 
wou'l be shut if the Standing Orders were 
adopted now. 

Mr. McGowan said that this was not an 
ordinary or a normal year, and what he 
wanted the Congress to do was to make ar- 
rangements to resolve itself into a private sit- 
ting to consider the plan of campaign that it 
might adopt under the circumstances that 
now existed. There was gross dissatisfaction 
in the country with the action of the Central 
Executive Council during the past year, and 
they must have free discussion without being 
hampered or limited by these rules. 

Mr. Noonan asked what would the Congress 
lose by adopting the Standing Orders. 

Mr. McGowan said that he would answer 
that. While he was speaking several dele- 
gates interrupted, some wanting to ask ques- 
tions and others raising points of order; and 
he alleged that the Central Executive Com- 
mittee was no longer an Executive Committee, 
He asked, during a continuance of the inter- 
ruptions, why the funds of the Association 
were £35,000 less than las. year. 

The outgoing President said that he held 
that that was not the time to raise such ques- 
tions as Mr. McGowan was raising, 

Mr. McGowan—You must do it now, or not 
at all. 

Further interruptions occurred, and 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell. the General Secretary, 
stated that the Executive Committee’s report 
would be discussed paragraph by paragraph 
when it would be considered at a private ses- 
sion that afternoon, and every question then 
raised would be discussed at full length. 

Interruptions were renewed as Mr. McGowan 
again mit that he wanted airangements made 
for a private sitting, and i i 

The outgoing President said that if Mr. 
McGowan did not come to the point he would 
have to rule him out of order. 

Mr. McGowan formally proposed that the 
standing orders be not adopted until arrange- 
ments were made for a private session. 

Mr. J. Ryan, Clare, seconded. 

On a show of hands the motion to adopt 
the standing orders was declared carried. 

THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

The outgoing President, declaring the whole 
Executive Committee re-e'ected, said that this 
was an unique testimony to their representa- 
tives, who ought to be proud of it in such 
times as these. He then introduced the in- 
coming President, Mr. J. E. McNelis, Castle- 
caulfield, Co. Tyrone, to whom he paid a high 
tribute. 

Mr. MecNelis, having thanked the Congress 
for his election, said that when he considered 
the present state of education in this country 
and the masterly inactivity of some of those 
connected with their educational departments 
in the Free State and the want of apprecia- 
tion on the part of some of their rulers of the 
part that education was destined to play in 
the future regeneration of this country, he 
confessed that it was not with a light heart 
he faced the responsibility that they had 
placed upon him. He had had a long connec- 
tion with their organisation, and he felt that, 
just as he had been associated with its 
triumphs, it looked at present as if he was 
going to have the mortification, perhaps, of 
witnessing some of its downfalls. (‘* No.’’). 

In the North in connection with education 
they had done something to justify their 
existence, at al] events, as a Government. If 
the Education Act in the North was not an 
ideal one from every point of view, they must 
at least give those responsible credit for hav- 
ing the very best intentions. The educational 
barque in the Free State had been adrift long 
enough, and it was time that someone was put 
aboard that would steer her course to a 
harbour of safety. (Applause.) The policy of 
drift could lead them nowhere. -What had 
those responsible for education, in the Free 
State done during the past year? (A Voice— 
“‘Nothing.”’) They had done nothing, so far 
as the teachers knew. (A Voice—‘‘ Except 
the ‘cut.’’’) In the North they made no 
attempt to interfere with the salaries of the 
teachers. (Applause.) It was up to those 
in charge of educational contro! either to take 
the matter of the reform of education in hand 
or make way for others who would do so. 
(Applause. ) 

THE SALARY AGREEMENT. 

Murphy, Annmount, Friar’s 
s, who was elected Vice-President, 
was introduced to the Congress, and, having 
returned thanks for his election, he said that 
there never was a time when the Teachers’ 
Organisation needed to be more virile and 
active than at the present moment. There 
were two things that needed a good deal of 
watching : one was the attack on their salaries 
and the other was the programme that they 
had to teach. The ruthless attempt that was 
made last year to scrap the salary agreement 
showed them the class of people they were 
dealing with. They had a Minister of Educa- 
tion, and the only conclusion he could come 
to was that the Minister had hibernated since 

he took up the position. (Laughter.) 

He was not in any way opposed to the 
teaching of Irish, but there was sanity in 
everything, and there was a strong possibility 
that those who were forcing on the study of 
Irish at present were going too far, and that 
some of the teachers were trying to bite off 
more than they could chew in this matter. 
They could not make the country Irish- 
speaking in a couple of months, or a couple 
of years, Progress must be slow and sure, 
and they must take care that in that pro- 
gress none of their members were sacrificed 
or injured. A good deal of dissatisfaction 
had been expressed with some of the summer 


courses. 
FRATERNAL DELEGATES. 

Messrs. J. W. H. Brown, fraternal dele- 
ef to the Congress from the English 
National Union of Teachers, and J. Nichols, 
of the Educational Institute of Scotland, were 
introduced. 

Mr. Brown said that on his side of the 
water there had been a change of Govern- 
ment—(cheers)—and, instead of any curtail- 
ment in expenditure for secondary or univer- 
sity education in England, their present 
Board of Education had intimated to the 
Committee, and all interested in education, 
that they might now go ahead in all those 
matters. 

Mr. Nichols spoke of the necessity for Par- 
liamentary representation of teachers, and 
said that he believed that the Irish teachers 
would get over their difficulties more quickly 
than they thought. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the cross- 
Channel delegates. 

The afternoon was devoted to a discussion, 
in Committee, of the annual report. 

The public business of the Congress will be 
resumed at 10.30 o'clock this morning.

LOUGH NEAGH, 


EASTER MONDAY BOATING 
ACCIDENT,

VICTIMS ALL FROM 
BELFAST.

Four persons, all of Belfast, were drowned 
in a boating accident on Lough Neagh on 
Monday. ‘hey are—Mrs. Kate O'Donnell, 
Peel street; her sister-in-law, Miss Mary 
O'Donnell, Cyprus street; Mr. Arthur Morti- 
mer, Unity street; and a three-year-old boy, 
Frank Quigiey, of Cyprus street. . 

Mr. John U'Donnell, who is related to 
three of the victims, describing the occurrence, 
said that he had taken. out a party of six 
persons in a boat, with the intention of visit- 
ing Church Island, which is in the centre of 
the lough. In addition to the above-named 
and himself, the boat carried his nephew, Mr. 
Frank O'Donnell, of Peel street, Belfast, and 
his niece, Miss Annie O’ Donnell. 

The party set off from the quay wall about 
two o'clock, and shortly afterwards the sail 
was lowered owing to the absence of wind. 

BOAT HEELED OVER. 

Mr. John O'Donnell then took the oars, 
and all went well until the boat was about 
200 yards from the Antrim side of the lough, 
when Mr. Mortimer made a slight movement, 
which heeled over the little craft, and in a 
moment the whole party was in the water. 

All at first succeeded in hanging on to the 
boat, but their combined weight turned. it 
over again, and they were again struggling 
for their lives, ' . 

“ When she turned over again,” said Mr. 
O'Donnell, “ I lost hom m Mr. Mortimer, 
who was a stranger to me, and of Mary 
O'Donnell. 

“The others, including the little boy, re- 
tained their grip of the boat for a while, but 
they gradually dropped off, and when IT saw 
another boat coming out from the shore to the 
rescue I was the only one still holding on. 

“ The rescue boat was rowed by Mr. George 
M‘Erlean and Mr. Hugh M‘Erlean, and they 
tried to lift me into the boat, but it was so 
small that there was a danger of its capsizing. 

“I therefore hung on to the stern, and 
meanwhile they had picked up Mr. Frank 
O'Donnell, also Miss Annie O'Donnell and 
the little boy, who at this time was dead.” 


RESCUER’'S STORY. 

Mr. Hugh M/‘Erlean, one of the rescuers, 
said that on hearing cries of distress from 
the longh and observing the upturned boat 
and people clinging to it, he and Mr. George 
M‘Erlean rowed in a small boat to the scene 
of the occurrence as speedily as they could. 

When they reached the upturned boat onlv 
John O'Donnell and Miss Annie O'Donnell 
were clinging to it. The child, quite dead. 
was floating on the surface of the water and 
Frank O'Donnell was almost submerged. He 
was pulled into the boat with great difficulty, 
and Miss Annie O’Donnell was next rescued. 

So that the rescue boat would not be 
dangerously overcrowded, John O’Donnell in- 
sisted on remaining in the water, holding on 
to the stern of the boat, and in this way 
being towed ashore. 

It was only on landing that Frank O’Don- 
nell showed signs of life. He was brought 
with all possible speed to the house of Mr. 
Patrick Scullion, where he still lies in a pre- 
carious condition. 


ACCIDENTALLY KILLED. 


SHOT BY COMPANION WHILE 
DEER-STALKING. 


Death from laceration of the brain and 
hemorrhage consequent on gunshot wounds 
accidentally received was the verdict at the 
inquest at Lorrha, Borrisokane, Co. Tipperary. 
on Monday on Thomas Cronin, who was shot 
while deer-stalking on Friday evening. 

Colone] Felix Cronin, of the National Army, 
identified the remains as those of his brother. 

Medical evidence showed that the deceased 
sustained five gtmshot wounds in thé head and 
shoulders. Death was due to hemorrhage and 
laceration of the brain. 

Edward King, who was cautioned, elected 
to give evidence, He said that he went deer- 
stalking with the deceased on Friday evening. 
About 10 p.m. they sighted a herd of deer 
and separated, the witness hiding behind a 
wall in order to await the passing of the deer. 
Some time later he thought he saw a deer and 
fired. On rushing out he was horrified to 
discover that he had shot his companion. 

Continuing, the witness said that he imme- 
diately carried the deceased to a neighbouring 
house, whence he had him conveyed to his 
home. where he was attended by doctors and 
a priest. The deceased remained conscious 
until he arrived home. 

In returning their verdict the jury intimated 
that they exonerated King from all blame in 
the matter.

YOUNG DOCTOR'S 
DEATH. 


SEQUEL TO A STREET 
BRAWL.

Dr. Oswald J. Murphy, Deputy Coroner 
for Dublin City, held an inquest yesterday 
on the body of Dr. Frederick H. Whyte, 
M.B., aged 22, lately of the Coombe Hospital 
and after hearing evidence the jury foun 
that death occurred at the Meath Hospital 
from shock and hemorihage, as the result of 
laceration of the brain caused by a fall. The 


in the company of Dr. Whyte at the time, 
from all blame in the matter, and they ex- 
pressed sympathy with the bereaved relatives. 
Mr. D. Shillington, solicitor, Newry, ap- 
peared for the next-of-kin. 
Mr. G. H. B. Kennedy represented the 
three students in question—William H. 
Stewart, Francis Martin, and Thomas Conlin. 
Three constables from Chancery Lane 
Station gave evidence that they were called to 
a ' row ” that was on at half-past twelve in 
the morning of Friday last in Kevin street. 
When the police arrived on the scene they 
found three or four young men (the report to 
the Coroner stated), one of whom was under 
the influence of drink, in the centre of a 
crowd of men and women. One man on see- 
ing the police ran away, but he was caught 
He gave his name as Dr. 
Whyte, of the Coombe Hospital. Dr. Whyte 
died in the Meath Hospital about 3 o'clock 
on Saturday morning. 
Constable O’Connor said that he should not 
attribute to drink the fall which Dr. Whyte 


got. 

John Murphy, 13 Cross Kevin street. stated 
that on looking from his bedroom window he 
saw four men, who apparently were drunk, 
quarrelling with one another. There was one 
man whom the three others wanted to fight. 
He was surrounded by the other three. He 
fell to the ground, and the other three fell 
on top of him and kicked him. Witness went 
out and found the man lying unconscious on 
the footpath, The row was altogether be- 
tween the four men. Witness was dressed 
only in his shirt and trousers, and wore no 
boots or socks. He went for the police, and 
when he returned the row was over. 

Patrick Murphy, brother of the last witness, 
corroborated his evidence. 


WOMAN’S STORY. 


Josephine Cummins, 43 Upper Kevin street, 
said that she saw two men “in grips’”’ on 
the ground. They appeared to be drunk. 
Two other men stood apart from the two on 
the ground. 

William Cummins corroborated this evi- 
dence. One of the men, he said, ran away. 
He did not appear to have been under the 
influence of drink, as he was able to run. 

Annie Corr said that she was awakaned at 
about 12.30 o'clock by the screams of a 
woman, and, looking out, she saw a crowd of 
about thirty men and women. Two men were 
boxing and two others were looking on. The 
row was entirely between the four men. 

Mrs. Margaret Wade said that she saw four 
men in the street—two on the ground fight- 
ing, and the other two looking on. She 
screamed: ‘‘ Police, marder,” and thus 
awakened the neighbourhood. 

To Mr. Kennedy—She did not shont : “ Kill 
the bloody Jews,” but one man said that he 
would fight Jew or Gentile. 

Dr. Hodgman, Meath Hospital, stated that 
he was called to see Dr. Whyte at about 9 
o'clock on Friday night last in his bedroom. 
He found the deceased man lying unconscious, 
fully dressed. He suffered from a brain 
lesion, and some swellings on the head. There 
were no marks of blood, or any sign of 
violence on the rest of the body. He had 
Dr. Whyte conveyed to the Meath Hospital. 

Dr. O'Connor, house surgeon, Meath Hos- 
pital, gave it as his opinion that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, due to lacera- 
tion. of the brain. There wag no external 
mark of violence or injury, except a swelling} 
of the left temple and a fracture of the bone 
underneath. Neither was there any sign of | 
his having been kicked or beaten. <A fall on ' 
the ground would be likely to cause the 
injury. 

STUDENT’S EVIDENCE. 

William H. Stewart, student of the Coombe 
Hospital, having been warned by thé Coroncr, 
elected to give evidence. He stated that at 
about 7.50 o’clock on Thursday evening he 
left the hospital in company with Dr. Whyte 
and Francis Martin, another student. They 
weit to the Olympia Theatre, and returned to 
the hospital with three other friends at 11.15 
for supper. They escorted their friends part 
of the way towards their homes. At the 
junction of Kevin street and Bride street one 
of the friends refused to go home, and an 
altercation arose. Witness, Martin and Dr. 
\y nyte tried to reason with him (Conlin.) Wit- 
ness caught Conlin round the waistto prevent 
him from fighting, and both fell to the 

round. Witness held him down, and Dr. 

fhyte and Martin moved away, leaving “the 
two Trinity men to fight it out.” 

He asked Conlin if he would go home if he 
were released, and just then a crowd of men 
and women, with either sticks or pokers in 
their hands, rushed upon them. Witness 
rushed off to apprise the hospital people of the 
commotion. From that moment he did not 
see Dr. Whyte until about one o'clock on 
Friday morning, when he collapsed in the hall 
of the hospital. 

To Mr. Kennedy—While he “as holding 
Conlin down, Dr. Whyte and Martin were at 
least five yards away from them. He did not 
see a blow struck by anyone; that was, perhaps, 
because the crowd of men and women were 
between. : 

Mr. Kennedy—Did you hear a woman shout 
anything from a window? Witness—Yes. 
heard a woman say: ‘‘ Loowk at the Jewish 
b——s murdering each other.’ 

To the Coroner—We had a certain amount 
of drink at the theatre, but nothing exces- 
sive. We were quite capable of looking after 
ourselves. 

The Coroner—But the man who wanted to 
fight was worse than the others? Witness— 
e was. It was for his protection that I! 
cept him down. We were anxious to get 
him out of the hospital and to send him home. 


ALLEGED ASSAULT. 


Francis Martin, a student, who also was 
warned by the Coroner, briefly related the in- 
cidents of that evening and night until they 
came to the junction of Kevin street and 
Bride. street. When he heard the woman use 
offensive language he noticed a man rushing 
out t Bride street, bare-headed and in his 
shirt-sleeves, and without shoes or socks. 
When the man reached Dr. Whyte he hit him 
a blow of his fist, and Dr. Whyte fell to the 
ground. The man also hit witness. The 
doctor fell with a heavy thud. The same 
man, whom witness could not now identify, 
helped him to carry Dr. Whyte a little dis- 
tance towards the hospital. 

Thomas Conlin, who is attached to the 
Coombe Hospital, agreed in the main with the 
evidence of Mr. Stewart. He did not see 
Dr. Whyte struck at all. When he saw the 
crowd of men and women rushing towards 
him he got up and ran away, and so did Mr. 
Stewart. The altercation was entirely con- 
fined to himself and Mr. Stewart. 

The Master of the Coombe Hospital (Dr. 
Cassidy), on behalf of the governors and hitn- 
self, expressed the deep sense of loss which 
they felt at the death of Dr. Whyte, who was 
an excellent officer. He had given them every 
satisfaction, and he (the Master), personally 
thought so much of him that he had asked 
him to undertake ial research work, upon 
which he wag “ó gor when his death 
occurred. On behalf of the directors and the 
staff oí the hospital he expressed to the re- 
latives of was sonc their great sense of 
sorrow that such a thing should have oc- 
curred.
